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System Change, Not Climate Change 


This month, S.F. plays host to three environmental events with one shared mission: stopping climate change before It's too late.

San Francisco’s environmental 
stewardship has always been more than 
just words toa song. In only the last few 
years, we ve banned plastic straws, sin- 
gle-use bags, and styrofoam. We've re- 
duced the city’s carbon footprint by 30 
percent between 1990 and 2016 and in- 
centivized solar power for homes and 
businesses. So it’s only fitting that, in the 
wake of the Trump administration’s war 
on the environment, San Francisco was 
selected to host three monumental envi- 
ronmental events this week. Together, a 
film festival, a march, anda climate sum- 
mit will attack environmental apathy 
from a multitude of angles. 

The eighth annual San Francisco 
Green Film Festival launches the dis- 
cussion on Sept. 6. In venues from the 
Castro to Fort Mason, 50 new films and 
more than 100 guest speakers hope to 
inspire real environmental change. 

“It seems overwhelming, like we’re 
all going to hell in a handbasket,” says 
Rachel Caplan, the festival’s founder 
and CEO. “But film is a very powerful, 
immediate way to bring environmental 
issues to people.” 

From protecting the waters of the 
Okavango Delta in Africa to re-intro- 
ducing the Native American tradition 
of prescribed fires in California, the 
festival highlights the grassroots 
efforts of everyday people — in par- 
ticular, indigenous populations and 
women — whose acts of bravery can 
inspire us all. 

“We want people to leave the the- 
ater feeling uplifted and empowered to 
make a difference,” Caplan says. 

Concurrently, the Rise for Climate, 
Jobs, and Justice March is on Satur- 
day, Sept. 8. Miya Yoshitani, executive 
director of the Asian Pacific Environ- 
mental Network in Oakland and a lead 
organizer of the event, hopes those 
who demand a change in environmen- 
tal policy will leave the theaters and hit 
the streets. 

“The march is about people power 
and building community,” Yoshitani 
tells SF Weekly. “It’s a way we can speak 
directly to our communities and not 
have it filtered through the governor’s 
office.” 

Working in coordination with simi- 
lar events around the globe, organizers 
say the San Francisco march could 
be the largest environmental march 
in the history of the West Coast. But 
marching is one thing, and creating 
real change is another. According to 
Yoshitani, it’s getting off our addiction 
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to fossil fuels, and doing so in a so- 
cially just way, that will be our biggest 
challenge. 

“California has made great strides,” 
she says, “but getting to 100-percent 
renewables in all communities, espe- 
cially working-class communities of 
color, is a much more transformative 
approach than our leaders are willing 
to take on.” 

Yoshitani advocates for a “managed 
decline” away from fossil fuels that 
does not rely on simply stripping jobs 
away from the poor, but creates a fund 
to help low-income workers transition 
away from relying on oil and gas jobs. 

“Communities around the world 
who are most impacted by climate 
change must receive the benefits of the 
new green economy first,” Yoshitani 
says. 

And it’s up to the closing act, the 
Global Climate Action Summit from 
Sept. 12-14, to get the powers that be 
to become the powers that do. Orga- 
nizers for both the Green Film Festival 
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and the Rise for Climate March sched- 
uled their events around this summit, 
whose primary mission is to hold 
atmospheric warming to the two-de- 
grees Celcius limit that many scientists 
contend is all the planet can handle 
before catastrophe sets in. It would 
buttress the goal of the Paris Climate 
Agreement, which our out-of-sight, 
out-of-his-mind president chucked 
into the landfill. 

Major star power is coming for this 
one, from big-name politicians such 
as former New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg and former Vice President 
Al Gore, animal rights activist Jane 
Goodall, and actor Alec Baldwin. 

David Miller, North American di- 
rector of the C40 Climate Leadership 
Group and mayor of Toronto from 
2003-10, believes the Global Climate 
Action Summit will live up to expec- 
tations, promising that “significant 
announcements’ will be made during 
the summit. 

“If the world is going to meet the 
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ambitions of Paris, then the large cities 
of the world need to ramp down to be 
carbon-neutral by 2050,” Miller tells 
SF Weekly. 

“Most of the buildings that will 
exist in 2050 have already been built,” 
he adds. “The question is how can we 
make them more efficient, which in- 
volves a lot of work, which can involve 
decent paying, often union jobs. With 
the right thinking, we can create better 
jobs, as low-income people, by defini- 
tion, need better-paying jobs.” 

And the work is going to happen 
locally. Leaders of these events agree 
that help is not coming from the fed- 
eral level in any substantial way. Last 
week, the California Assembly voted to 
reach 100 percent carbon-free electric- 
ity by 2045. It’s a self-protective move: 
California’s Fourth Climate Change 
Assessment, released last week, deter- 
mined that wildfires would increase by 
77 percent statewide if greenhouse-gas 
emissions continue to rise. 

“There’s an old saying: Either lead, 
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Starting this weekend, 
S.F. will be ground 
zero for environmental 
justice leaders for the 
annual Global Climate 
Action Summit. 
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follow, or get out of the way,” Miller 
says when asked about federal inertia. 
“They're certainly not leading, and I 
don’t think they will follow. The least 
they can do is get out of the way.” 

For those political leaders who re- 
fuse to get out of the way, organizers 
hope citizens will take care of that 
obstruction in November’s midterm 
elections. In California, voters will 
have the chance to take the planet’s 
future into their own hands with 
Proposition 3, a measure to protect 
safe drinking water and improve water 
infrastructure, and Proposition 6, the 
hotly debated referendum to repeal the 
so-called gas tax, which provides vital 
funding for alternative transportation 
infrastructure. 

As Yoshitani puts it, “We’re trying 
to inspire people as voters to expect 
more from their leaders.” But to go 
hand-in-hand with that, we have to 
expect more of ourselves.

An alleged near-abduction by aLyft driver in Oakland and a new app geared toward female riders lead to re- 
newed calls for better rideshare safety.

After a night of drinking in late 
August, a recent UC Berkeley graduate 
hopped in a Lyft and headed home. She 
remembers little about the exchange 
she had with her driver, who seemed to 
be veering off the route that would take 
her home. 

“What I do remember is that this 
was a highly unusual and increasingly 
dangerous situation,” Brittney Sund- 
quist tells SF Weekly. “And running 
through the woods.” 

In a viral Facebook post from Aug. 
24, Sundquist shared a harrowing sto- 
ry in which she jumped out of a white 
Lyft car after sensing that the driver, 
identified as “Suo” on screenshots 
of her receipt, drove miles off course 
into a desolate part of the Oakland 
Hills earlier that morning. 

Sundquist found herself stuck 
in an unfamiliar area — later deter- 
mined to be Dimond Park, more than 
six miles from her destination — past 
2 a.m., with severe knee pain from a 
recent ACL replacement surgery. She 
ended up taking another Lyft home, 
arrived in hysterics, and contacted 
Oakland police in the morning. 

“What is being described is hor- 
rific. We have reached out to the 


S.F. Supervisors 
Deadlocked in 
Costa-Hawkins 
Repeal Vote 


Voters may overturn the 
controversial statewide rent- 
control law this November.

A controversial proposition 
that would drastically change the af- 
fordability of San Francisco's housing 
stock failed to receive the necessary 
votes of support from the Board of 
Supervisors Tuesday, in their first full 
meeting after August recess. The 
board voted on whether or not to pub- 
licly support California Proposition 
10, titled the Affordable Housing Act, 
which would overturn an antiquated 


passenger to extend 

our full support and 

the driver has been per- 
manently banned from 
the Lyft platform,” Lyft 
said in response. “We 
stand ready to assist law 
enforcement with their 
investigation.” 

Data on sexual as- 
saults by drivers of ride- 
share companies is not 
made public, but a CNN 
analysis of police and 
court records found at 
least 103 drivers in 20 
major U.S. cities accused 
of such activity. At least 
31 have been convicted of charges 
that vary from forcible touching to 
rape. 

Since Sundquist made her story 
public, she says more than 30 women 
all over the country have reached 
out with similar stories. Her friend 
and roommate Amanda Wood — a 
rideshare driver herself — helped her 
launch a MoveOn petition to have 
Lyft add the option of requesting a 
female driver. 

“There’s power dynamics between 
men and women. It just greatly low- 
ers the odds of being abused in other 


1995 rent-control law known as Cos- 
ta-Hawkins, and allow local jurisdic- 
tions to create their own rules. 

The resolution needed eight 
votes to pass, but only got seven. 
Supervisors Aaron Peskin, Sandra 
Lee Fewer, Rafael Mandelman, 
Hillary Ronen, Jane Kim, and Vallie 
Brown sponsored the resolution, 
with Norman Yee in support. Su- 
pervisor Ahsha Safai abstained, and 
Supervisors Katy Tang, Catherine 
Stefani, and Malia Cohen dissented. 

“T think it’s the most important 
measure ... that is before California 
voters this November,” Peskin said. 
“For over 20 years, it has deprived 
cities of the ability to even discuss 
the potential tools to discuss local 
housing crises, particularly in San 
Francisco, where two-thirds of our 
residents are renters.” 

“We have seen the ruthlessness 
of this law to displace members of 
their communities,” said Kim, who 
told the Board about a friend of hers 
who received a $1,146 rent increase 
mere weeks after his wife died.

ways, Sundquist says. “These compa- 
nies need to do better.” 

Lyft declined to comment on the 
petition, which garnered roughly 
14,000 signatures as of Tuesday af- 
ternoon, but one company might soon 
give them the response they’re look- 
ing for. Safr, which sets itself apart 
by promoting the option to request 
female drivers and riders, launches in 
San Francisco this fall. 

The app premiered in Boston a year 
ago, and an eye-popping 95 percent of 
its drivers are women, says CEO Syed 
Gilani. Unlike Lyft and Uber, drivers 


Tang, who admitted that she 
herself had benefited from rent 
control in the past, dissented over 
concern for small-property owners 
on the city’s west side who may lose 
income if their rental units suddenly 
become rent-controlled. 

Costa-Hawkins prohibits Califor- 
nia cities from applying rent control 
to condos, single-family homes, or 
anything built after 1995, unless a 
city had a prior date set, in which 
case that was then made the legal 
standard that couldn't be undone. 
San Francisco rent control applies 
to buildings that were built before 
June 13, 1979. 

If Costa-Hawkins were over- 
turned, San Francisco would be 
allowed to develop its own set of 
laws. That could mean pushing the 
rent-control date forward, creating 
a rolling system, or instituting va- 
cancy controls that would limit how 
much landlords could up the rent 
on units once they’re vacated. 

Aside from the money landlords 
would lose for not being able to, 


go through in-person 
interviews on top of 
the usual background 
checks. Safr has a 
few hundred drivers 
in San Francisco 
registered so far, and 
already traces most 
of its downloads to 
California. 

“We want to be 
able to provide [rid- 
ers] a choice,” Gilani 
says. ‘Safr is simply 
one component of 
that.” 

It may be a Band- 
Aid on the epidemic 
that is male violence against women, 
but Sundquist says she feels good 
about apps like Safr and Noonlight, 
which has the user hold down a 
button if they’re feeling unsafe and 
contacts police if they let go for more 
than 10 seconds. 

“Maybe that could have really 
helped me in that situation,’ Sund- 
quist says. “I’m just being more aware 
now. I refuse to live my life in fear.”

say, rent out a studio apartment 
built in 1980 for $4,000 a month, 
Costa-Hawkins repeal is a fairly fast 
and inexpensive way to gradually 
increase the amount of affordable 
housing stock in San Francisco. 
But Prop. 10 hasn’t won unani- 
mous support; predictably, the San 
Francisco Association of Realtors 
and the San Francisco Apartment 
Association, which represent build- 
ing owners, are also against the 
proposition. 

But in the end, if the repeal 
passes, the local battle will just be 
starting. And Tuesday’s deadlock 
hints at future discourse in the 
Board of Supervisors if local control 
is regained. 

“What Prop. 10 will allow us to 
do is to just start the conversation, 
to strike the right balance between 
protecting tenants and protecting 
landlords,” Ronen said. “It'll be one 
of those discussions where we're 
battling it out until the very end, 
but we can’t do that until Prop. 10 
passes.” 





Mandelman and 
Avalos Arrested 
inLabor Day 
Protest 


The current and former 
Supervisors were among /5 
arrested for blocking the right- 
of-way during a protest against 
Marriott Hotels’ low wages. 


Hundreds of workers took to the 
streets on Labor Day in support of 
workers’ rights, in a protest that has 
become an annual standard for the 
city of San Francisco. But this year, 
one specific issue stood out: that of 
the hotel workers from Marriott, who 
united for better contracts under the 
tagline “one job should be enough.” 

“Hotel workers are the backbone 
of our city’s highly profitable tour- 
ism economy, but as we welcome 
guests to San Francisco, we ourselves 
struggle to survive here,” represen- 
tatives from Unite Here! Local 2, the 
hotel workers’ union, posted online. 
“We're calling on Marriott — the 
industry leader and the biggest hotel 
company in the world — to make 
one job enough to pay the bills, raise 
a family, and retire with dignity.” 

A total of 75 people were arrested 
for blocking a street outside J. W. 
Marriott’s Westin St. Francis hotel 
during the event, and amid the 
crowds of blue-collar workers being 
loaded into paddywagons were a 
few familiar faces from City Hall. 
Supervisor Rafael Mandelman, his 
legislative aide Kyle Smeallie, and 
former-Supervisor John Avalos were 
all taken into custody and cited with 
blocking the public right-of-way and 
disobeying a police officer who asked 
them to move. 

Supervisor Hillary Ronen 
snapped a photo of Mandelman as 
he was led away from the scene in 
handcuffs, writing on Facebook that 
she was proud of her colleague for 
standing up for workers’ rights. 

Smeallie tells SF Weekly he and 
Mandelman are waiting for a fol- 
low-up call on the citation. But as 
he pointed out, the three men from 
City Hall face little repercussion for 
their actions on Monday. The real he- 
roes in this story are those who live 
paycheck-to-paycheck, who may have 
a pending immigration status, or 
who are at risk for losing their jobs 
and homes — and who still marched 
anyway.

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Three Bills 
to Watch 


At any given time, California’s 
politicians are arguing about marijuana. 

Some want to treat cannabis like 
any other business, while others wish 
to keep the cumbersome web of re- 
strictions and regulations they’ve spun 
intact. These debates are to be expect- 
ed, given how the recreational industry 
has yet to celebrate its first birthday, 
but the questions speak to how much 
work must yet be done before we can 
truly expect this market to thrive. 

Should tax rates be reduced? Are 
environmental laws strong enough? 
What is the proper metric for defining 
when someone is driving under the 
influence of cannabis? Such concerns 
are as plentiful as the strains at your 
nearest dispensary. Of all the tweaks 
— or major overhauls — the industry 
may require, three notable changes are 
currently at the precipice of becoming 
California law. 

The first is AB 1793, which would 
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require the state to systematically 
erase or reduce prior sentences for 
marijuana possession. While Propo- 
sition 64 included a provision to this 
effect, the bill that finally legalized 
cannabis in California in late 2016 did 
not suggest a method to achieve it. AB 
1793 seeks to remedy this by compel- 
ling the state Department of Justice 
to find and address all eligible cases by 
July 1, 2019. 

At present, it’s sitting on Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s desk. Should he sign it — and 
pundits seem optimistic he will — it 
would expand upon work that district 
attorneys in San Francisco, Alameda, 
and other counties have already volun- 
tarily initiated. But every Californian 
deserves the opportunity to have past 
marijuana convictions expunged or 
reduced, regardless of the ZIP code 
where the “crime” occurred. 

August has been a banner month 
for cannabis legislation. After AB 1793 
was passed with bipartisan support on 
Aug. 22, another bill quickly followed. 
On Aug. 27, the California Assembly 
approved SB 1127 — also known as 
“Jojo’s Act.” 

One of the thorniest medical-mari- 
juana issues is how best to provide ac- 
cess for minors. While no one is calling 
for vending machines that offer blunts 
alongside Pepsi and granola bars on 
campus, state law currently prohibits 
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all forms of cannabis within 1,000 feet 
of a public school. That poses a major 
problem for children like Brooke Ad- 
ams — a 5-year-old from Santa Rosa 
who requires a THC tincture to treat 
frequent seizures. 

While the administration at Rincon 
Valley School District — where Adams 
hopes to start kindergarten this fall 
— sympathized with her plight, they 
refused to enroll her out of concern 
that keeping medical marijuana prod- 
ucts on hand risked a loss of federal 
funding. For Giovanni “JoJo” Jiminez 
— a South San Francisco High School 
student with a severe form of epilepsy 
— constantly having to leave campus 
for medication seriously disrupts his 
education. 

In an effort to rectify the situation, 
SB 1127 would permit parents to ad- 
minister medical cannabis to children 
at school — so long as the school 
voluntarily opts in to the policy. The 
bill limits the methods of permissible 
consumption to oral and topical med- 
ications — so no smoking or vaping 
— and also requires that the student 
in question be a qualified medical mar- 
ijuana patient. Furthermore, SB 1127 
stipulates that no cannabis product 
can be stored at the school, meaning 
parents would need to come to cam- 
pus, administer the medication, then 
take it with them. Given the voluntary 
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nature of the law, it also means that 
schools can withdraw from participat- 
ing at any time. 

Rounding out the trio is SB 829, 
which concerns the protection of com- 
passionate-care programs. It would 
exempt such programs from the siz- 
able state taxes that currently threaten 
their viability. (Like SB 1127, this bill 
was passed and sent to Gov. Brown as 
part of a last-minute frenzy to approve 
legislation before the legislature’s final 
recess.) 

Given that the history of medical 
marijuana has its roots in the efforts of 
individuals like Dennis Peron — who 
provided cannabis to AIDS patients 
and was instrumental in the passage 
of the Compassionate Use Act of 1996 
— the oversight that allows for com- 
passionate-care programs in California 
to be taxed like businesses is especially 
devastating. 

While it remains to be seen if any of 
these three bills will ultimately receive 
Gov. Brown’s signature and become 
law, they collectively represent the 
need for state policymakers to contin- 
ue viewing cannabis legislation as a 
work still very much in progress.

:”’We were bike riding in Marin 

and we were going to stop in 
Samuel P. Taylor Park to have a bite 
to eat and rest. As we approached 
the park I hit a pretty big bump in the 
road and was thrown from my bike. I 
landed on my head and suffered bad 
cuts on my face and shoulder and 
broke my forearm. After I fell, the 
park ranger walked over and said that 
I wasn’t the only one to fall there. Do 
I have any legal recourse?” 


: Jane, your question is not an 

easy one to answer partly be- 
cause I don’t know if you fell inside 
or outside of the park boundaries. 
There is a body of law known as the 
“dangerous condition of public prop- 
erty’ doctrine which analyzes injuries 
that happen on public property. The 
Government, seeking to limit liability 
against itself, created a set of statutes 
under which the Government can be 
held liable. Government Code section 
835 states that a public entity is lia- 
ble for injury caused by a dangerous 
condition of its property if an injured 
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party establishes that the property 
was in a dangerous condition at the 
time of the injury, that the injury was 
proximately caused by the dangerous 
condition, that the dangerous condi- 
tion created a reasonably foreseeable 
risk of the kind of injury which was 
incurred and the condition was ei- 
ther: 1) created by a negligent act or 
omission of a government employee; 
or 2) the public entity had actual or 
constructive notice of the dangerous 
condition a sufficient time prior to 
the injury to have taken measures to 
protect against the dangerous con- 
dition. 

Actual notice is when the entity 
already knows of the existence of the 
condition and knew or should have 
known of its dangerous character. 
Constructive notice exists if the in- 
jured party establishes that the con- 
dition had existed for such a period 
of time, and was of such an obvious 
nature, that the public entity, should 
have discovered the condition and its 
dangerous character. 

The defect must be more than 
a trivial defect, it must present a 
substantial risk of harm. Whether 


a condition rises to the dangerous 
threshold is rather circular and 
cryptic: a substantial risk of harm is 
defined as one which is more than 
trivial. Courts may decide as a matter 
of law that a condition is trivial and, 
in many cases, have done so: for ex- 
ample, holding a half-inch deviation 
in sidewalk panels was trivial as a 
matter of law. 

A defense to such a claim is the “ 
open and obvious” defense. If a con- 
dition is so significant that it would 
be open and obvious to a reasonably 
attentive person then the person 
harmed may be negligent. This usual- 
ly does not act as a bar but, instead, is 
considered as comparative fault. 

More information is needed to 
determine if this is trivial or open 
and obvious. You should take pictures 
of the defect, at the same time of day, 
under the same lighting conditions, 
with a ruler, so that a better analysis 
can be made. 

Whether you were inside the park 
grounds and or whether you were 
on a paved or unpaved section of the 
roadway is also important. Under 
Section 831.4, the Government is 


not liable for an injury caused by a 
condition of public property which is 
an unpaved road that provides access 
to fishing, hunting, camping, hiking, 
riding, including animal and all types 
of vehicular riding, in recreational 

or scenic areas that are not streets 

or highways. Likewise an entity is 
immune for injury on any paved 
trail, walkway, path, or sidewalk or 
easement which has been granted to 
a public entity, which provides access 
to any unimproved property, so long 
as the public entity shall reasonably 
attempt to provide adequate warn- 
ings of the existence of any condition 
of the paved trail, walkway, path, or 
sidewalk which constitutes a hazard 
to health or safety. 

If you were outside the park on 
Sir Francis Drake Boulevard, and 
had not yet entered its boundaries, 
the trail immunity should not apply. 
If you were within the park it may 
apply. If that be the case, there is a 
strong argument that the entity did 
not properly warn of the condition as 
the ranger was aware that others had 
fallen there.

dangerous condition cases over the 
years involving bikes, cars, muni 
trains, sidewalks, escalators, stairs, 
highways, city streets and the like. 
Because of the intricacies of the stat- 
utes, these cases are quite complex 
and should only be handled by trial 
lawyers with significant experience 
in this area. I suggest that you get 
photos of the area, including ones 
showing dimensions with a ruler in 
place, as well as lighting conditions 
at the time of your fall, and present 
those to a trial lawyer who can ana- 
lyze whether or not you have a case 
worth pursuing.

s grandiose inscriptions 
go, ‘Dedicated to the Supreme 
Architect of the Universe’ al- 
most can't be beat. It sounds like a 
translation of something that might ac- 
company the eye in a pyramid on the 
back of the one-dollar bill. Indeed, the 
phrase is Masonic in nature, but not the 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry. Instead, it 
adorns the cornice of the pale-pink Gran 
Oriente Filipino Masonic Temple, a cen- 
tury-old building just below the Bosto- 
nian-looking green that is South Park 
and which Filipino Americans have used 
as a mutual-aid society for nearly 100 
years. Just across the park is the Gran 
Oriente Hotel, another historic struc- 
ture that a group of 40 Filipino men 
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pooled $6,000 to buy in the 1920s. 

Maybe the Supreme Architect took 
note, because that turned out to be 
a shrewd investment. Fast-forward 
nearly a century, and South Park 
remains one of the most beautiful 
micro-hoods in within SoMa, and in 
spite of two tech booms and a dis- 
placement emergency, its environs 
retain a strong Filipino character. The 
24 units in the Gran Oriente Hotel 
undoubtedly helped dozens of people 
anchor themselves in the city, but 
then the building was set to be sold to 
a for-profit developer. 

The Filipino-American community 
has deep ties to San Francisco, but 
it’s been uprooted before. On Aug. 4, 
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1977, riot police helped evict the final 
55 low-income residents of the large- 
ly Filipino International Hotel after 
an almost decade-long struggle. The 
clearing out of the I-Hotel was among 
last spams of Justin Herman-era 
urban renewal, and it signaled the 
death of Manilatown, a thriving ethnic 
enclave that extended along Kearny 
Street near Chinatown — and which 
had been home to 10,000 people at 
its peak. 

As recently as the 1990 census, 
some 30 percent of SoMa residents 
claimed Filipino heritage — a number 
that has since fallen. With housing 
costs showing no sign of dropping 
and a large section of Central SoMa 


approved for upzoning, the city has 
taken action to recognize and stabi- 
lize the 100-year history of Filipinos 
and Filipino Americans in South of 
Market. 

Approved in 2016 and given state 
recognition the following year, the 
SOMA Pilipinas Cultural District 
spans across most of the neighbor- 
hood, forming an almost-perfect rect- 
angle from Market to Brannan streets 
and Second to 11th streets. Part of a 
new crop of cultural districts modeled 
on Japantown, it’s also larger its peers, 
like the Latino-centric Calle 24 in the 
Mission, as well as the still-developing 
Compton’s TLGB District and Leather 
Cultural District, both of which SOMA 





Pilipinas partially overlaps. 
Stretching from the Palace Hotel 
to Costco, the district encompasses 
the SF Filipino Cultural Center and 
Filipino-owned businesses like Asia 
SF, Arkipelago Bookstore, and Little 
Skillet — as well as a regular haunt of 
the Sefior Sisig food truck. It includes 
St. Patrick church, a Catholic parish 
that celebrates a Mass in Tagalog 
each month, and Victoria Manolo 
Draves Park, a rare green space in 
the neighborhood that’s named for 
the SoMa native who became first 
American woman of Asian descent to 
win a gold medal in the Olympics. The 
Filipino American Center and Filipina 
Women’s Network are just outside its 


boundaries, and the Philippine Con- 
sulate is blocks away. 

This designation does more than 
simply preserve what’s left of a com- 
munity whose members have fallen 
by half, as people have moved to the 
Excelsior, Daly City, and beyond. 
SOMA Pilipinas wants to draw people 
back — to live or to play. Between the 
near-inexorable grind of capitalism 
and the roll-out of transit improve- 
ments like the Transbay Terminal, the 
Central Subway, and the eventual Cal- 
train extension, SoMa is set to change 
immensely. But the district is not a 
NIMBYVite reaction against redevelop- 
ment (and 2,500 of the eventual 7,500 
units in the pipeline are designated as 
affordable in some fashion). Rather, 
it’s a way of cementing the existing 
neighborhood’s demographics and giv- 
ing current residents a greater say as 
stakeholders in SoMa’s future. 

The best place to see the contrast 
between the present and the future 
might be the corner of Fourth and 
Brannan streets. Although the well-re- 
garded restaurant Marlowe moved 
to that low-slung intersection a few 
years ago, two of its other corners are 
each home to a one-story bank branch 
— yet it’s designated as the site for a 
station on the forthcoming Central 
Subway. 

The Supreme Architect deserves 
input on the blueprints. 


Of the roughly 3.5 million Amer- 
icans of Filipino descent, about a million 
anda half call California home, making 
them the largest Asian subgroup in the 
state, ahead of Chinese Americans. Most 
live in Southern California, but approxi- 
mately 400,000 Filipinos reside in the 
nine-county greater Bay Area, and 
40,000 or so in San Francisco proper. In 
other words, about 1 percent of the na- 
tion’s Filipinos live right here. 

A $100,000 grant from the Nation- 
al Endowment for the Arts will make 
their presence all the more visible. 
Announced just before Labor Day, 
the funds will go toward signage and 
crosswalks on Sixth Street at Folsom 
and Howard streets, along with murals 
and other public art. That may sound 
cosmetic in scope — although even 
cosmetic changes to parts of Sixth 
Street can go a long way — but the 
investment can be a springboard to 
more substantial achievements, such 
as attracting small businesses or keep- 
ing economically vulnerable residents 
in their homes. 

“SoMa is transforming before our 
very eyes,” says Raquel R. Redondiez, 
SOMA Pilipinas’ director. “There’s all 
this redevelopment, but how do we 
mitigate potential harm as well as take 
advantage of any opportunity? Right 
now, one of our biggest challenges 
is that we don’t have a lot of Filipi- 
no-owned businesses. In Chinatown 
and even Little Saigon, they serve as 
an economic anchor. Here, they were 
wiped out in the first dotcom boom.” 

One of the best strategies to builda 
commercial base is not to lure existing

businesses but to grow them from 
scratch. Undiscovered SF, a monthly 
“night market” that began in summer 
2017 in partnership with Kultivate 
Labs, transforms a few parking lots on 
Mary Street into a hub for food trucks, 
contemporary Filipino music, and 
vendors. (The next market is Saturday, 
Sept. 15.) A lively party, Undiscovered 
draws impressive crowds and operates 
as an incubator. Entrepreneurs can get 
their feet wet ringing up customers on 
a Square one Saturday each month in 
preparation for an eventual brick-and- 
mortar. 

Recondiez calls the market a “plat- 
form for emerging businesses, many 
of whom aren't in the district now.” 
By helping to integrate them into the 
neighborhood, Undiscovered can help 
build a customer base and expose 
them to any long-term lease oppor- 
tunities. The Mission Street corridor, 
between Fourth and Ninth streets, is 
where Recondiez and SOMA Pilipinas 
are keenest to build. Having worked 
to halt unlawful conversions of re- 
tail space on Mission to tech offices, 
SOMA Pilipinas now wants to partner 
with the California Historical Society, 


the long-term leaseholder for the Old 
Mint, to make adjacent Mint Plaza 
more welcoming. And a large, built-out 
space that was formerly a restaurant 
called Volta (and a location of Tom 
Colicchio’s fast-casual chain ’wichcraft 
before that) may soon become a Filipi- 
no-owned bar. 

Along with Mark Herlihy, Marky 
Rodriguez is one of Undiscovered SF's 
music curators, having booked some 
of the biggest acts on the Filipino 
scene, turntablists like DJ QBert and 
DJ Shortkut. For its Sept. 15 iteration, 
Manila Rising, he’s working with some 
emerging artists from the Philippines. 

“We're presenting an all-star billing 
of the freshest talent coming out of 
Manila right now: future soul, R&B,” 
he says. “We’re not only curating the 
music, we’re also hand-selecting small 
food pop-ups that are emerging, and 
were giving a platform for a lot of 
these up-and-coming food start-ups. 
Being able to see maybe one, two, 
maybe three have a brick-and-mortar 
in SOMA Pilipinas would be amazing.” 

However prestigious, a $100,000 
grant won't go very far in making all 
this happen. Further, San Francisco’s 


budget doesn’t confer baseline fund- 
ing, which means cultural districts 
like SOMA Pilipinas must apply for 
every dollar they get, every year. Soa 
new source of funding must be found. 
To that end, the Board of Supervisors 
placed a measure onto the November 
ballot that would reconfigure how 
the city distributes the revenue from 
hotel taxes. If passed, Proposition 
E — unrelated to June’s Prop. E, 
which banned flavored-tobacco prod- 
ucts — will dedicate 8-percent of San 
Francisco's $370 million annual hotel 
occupancy tax revenue toward cultural 
programs and the arts, creating a size- 
able pool. 
Only around $3 million of that 
pie will go toward the city’s cultural 
districts, which will share it equally 
among themselves. As it simply re-al- 
locates money from out of the city’s 
general fund without raising addition- 
al taxes, Prop. E is revenue-neutral. 
But because it pertains to taxation, 
it will require a two-thirds majority 
to pass, and a similar measure lost by 
only a few points in 2016. Recondiez 
is confident that this year is different. 
“As far as I know, there’s no oppo- 
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sition, and we've been working really 
hard for broad-range support,’ she 
says. 

Shwetika Baijal, vice president of 
the liberal electoral-campaign manage- 
ment firm 50+1 Strategies, concurs, 
noting that cultural districts didn’t 
even exist in 2016. This time, she says, 
the campaign worked with City Hall 
directly, getting unanimous support 
from the Board of Supervisors and 
from the Arts Commission. 

“We've been getting every endorse- 
ment we're gone after,” Baijal says. 
“The amount of support behind this, 
at this point in the election cycle, far 
exceeds 2016, and we are confident 
that it will translate to the passing of 
the three points we needed last time.” 

In preparation for the passage of 
Prop. E, administrators have worked 
to ensure that cultural equity concerns 
don't fall to the wayside. With all due 
respect to the wonderful productions 
the city’s Opera, Ballet, and Sympho- 
ny mount, it has historically been 
challenging for smaller organizations 
— particularly entities that primarily 
serve working-class audiences and 
communities of color — to secure 
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their piece of the pie. 

“This coalition has worked tire- 
lessly to ensure that cultural equity is 
the foundational viewpoint through 
which they came up with and are see- 
ing the impact of this money,” Baijal 
says, and that shows in our alloca- 
tions, it shows in our process, and it’s 
going to show in how the money gets 
distributed in the years right after 
this passes.” 

Oliver Saria, artistic director of 
Bindlestiff Studio, believes that his 
performance-art venue dedicated to 
Filipino-Americans and Filipino cul- 
ture is unique in the country. But, he 
says, it constantly confronts the same 
dilemma. 

“How do you function when your 
community increasingly can no lon- 
ger live in that neighborhood?” he 
asks, rhetorically. 

Saria’s vision for what SOMA Pil- 
ipinas can provide, five or 10 years 
from now, is a city that’s “integrated 
ethnically and economically,” as well 
as without regard for an individual’s 
immigration status. For now, though, 
Bindlestiff is proof that the culture 
the district wants to preserve is alive, 
not frozen in amber. 

“Our audience is not your typical 
theater-going audience,” he says. 
“We skew younger. More people of 
color attend our shows than a typ- 
ical mainstream theater, and that’s 
simply because we try to eliminate 
the barriers of entry for people who 
don’t normally go to or participate in 
the theater. 

“Part of that is allowing our audi- 
ence to have some say in the type of 
content that we produce,” Saria adds. 
“It’s not uncommon for people who 
are volunteers to become actors. We 
have workshops that are very afford- 
able and a standing policy of a num- 
ber of free slots for SoMa residents 
and cultural workers in the district. 
We have affordable ticket pricing, 
and we make a portion of each show 
free for residents and other commu- 
nity groups.” 

In that spirit, on Saturday, Sept. 
15, Bindlestiff hosts an all-ages tape 
release party in collaboration with 
Aklasan Records. It’s $10 to get in, 
and it starts at 8 p.m. “No booze, no 
shitty tudes,” the Facebook invite 
says. Undoubtedly, at least a few peo- 
ple will walk over from Undiscovered 
SF’s night market, barely one city 
block away. 


In a sense, SOMA Pilipinas is a 
product of several remarkable phe- 
nomena. It owes its very existence to 
the fact that, even as California is 
growing more and more diverse, San 
Francisco’s Filipino population has dis- 
persed. And it demonstrates how 
grassroots community groups and city 
administrators have begun to speak 
one another’s languages, so to speak. 
Murals and theater enrich people’s 
lives and connect them to their heri- 
tage, but cultural districts must 
out-hustle some deep-pocketed and ra- 


pacious players. As Undiscovered SF's 
music co-curator Marky Rodriguez 
puts it, “One of our big goals is eco- 
nomic development. We're not just 
throwing a big party every month.” 

About the effort to bankroll her 
organization's stated mission, Raquel 
Recondiez says, “What’s significant 
about this is we’ve identified key eco- 
nomic development strategies and 
hopefully, the funding would be able 
to allow us to leverage some of that, 
whether it’s for small-site acquisition 
of rent-controlled buildings that 
would otherwise be sold to the high- 
est bidder in the private market. 

“We've been successful in preserv- 
ing over a dozen Filipino families 
who otherwise would have been 
displaced,” she adds. “My daughter 
always says that ‘Gentrification dis- 
places generations.’ Right now, our 
biggest fight is on Natoma Street. 
[There are] four families — all from 
one small town, and the residents 
are ages four to 94 — and I think 
the owner is interested in turning it 
into Airbnb’s. We’re working with a 
community-based affordable-housing 
developer to purchase it so we can 
preserve it as long-term affordable 
housing.” 

That’s largely what happened to 
the 24 units of the Gran Oriente 
Hotel after a for-profit developer 
eyed the site. With assistance from 
Sup. Jane Kim, who represents the 
area, the Mayor’s Office of Housing 
and Community Development and 
its South of Market Community 
Stabilization Fund helped secure suf- 
ficient funding to set the historically 
important building on a path toward 
ownership or co-ownership by a 
Filipino organization before 2025. 
Until then, the Mission Housing De- 
velopment Corporation, a nonprofit, 
will rehabilitate the building and 
guarantee that no current tenants 
face eviction. 

Across South Park, the Gran Ori- 
ente Masonic Temple might be ded- 
icated to the Supreme Architect of 
the Universe, but barely a mile away, 
another landmark from a bygone era 
is dedicated to the subjugation of the 
Philippines. The Dewey Monument in 
the center of Union Square depicts a 
goddess of victory atop a marble col- 
umn. She holds a wreath and trident, 
to commemorate the American naval 
triumph at the Battle of Manila Bay 
in the Spanish-American War. The 
inscription on the monument’s base 
is unabashedly bellicose. A telegram 
from Washington to Commodore 
Dewey, it reads in part, “Proceed at 
once to the Philippine Islands and 
capture or destroy the Spanish fleet.” 
Such nakedly imperialism would be 
roundly condemned in San Francisco 
political discourse today. But 120 
years after that inglorious moment in 
American history, the Filipino com- 
munity in San Francisco is working 
hard to take charge of its own future.

Twinka Twinka, Little Star 


Judy Dater’'s retrospective at the de Young Museum insists that the celebrated photographer is much more than one iconic image.

Judy Dater leads public tours of 
her life’s work at the de Young Museum 
all the time. Since April, avid fans have 
joined the outings, as have people less fa- 
miliar with Dater’s photographs — but 
they all seem to know her best-known 
image: Imogen and Twinka at Yosemite, a 
1974 photo in which an elderly (and fully 
dressed) Imogen Cunningham surprises 
a naked woman who’s standing before a 
tree. 

Imogen and Twinka at Yosemite is to 
Judy Dater what the 1959 album Kind 
of Blue was to jazz trumpeter Miles Da- 
vis: an icon. And each artist made oth- 
er great work that fans don’t embrace 
as well. In his later years, jazz-goers 
implored Davis to play Kind of Blue in 
concert; he basically refused. While 
Dater isn’t nearly as obstinate about 
Imogen and Twinka at Yosemite, her de 
Young retrospective, ‘Judy Dater: Only 
Human,” reminds her of how difficult 
it can be to distance yourself from a 
work that entered the culture in such 
an indelible way. Dater, who’s now 77, 
loves Imogen and Twinka at Yosemite 
— but it’s just one of thousands she’s 
taken in an award-winning career that 
spans 90 years. 

“T have to talk about it — they 
won't let me not talk about it,” Dater 
tells SF Weekly about her tours. “Even 
though the story is pretty much there 
on the [de Young’s] wall, they still 
want me to tell the story. So I do it.” 

Among Dater’s newer photos 
are an ongoing series of people set 
against black backgrounds, which 
accentuate the subjects’ faces, their 
expressions, and anything else that 
stands out against the darkness. Fora 
2015 photo from the series, Dater had 
writer Maxine Hong Kingston hold 
her white hair aloft as if it were a can- 
opy, leaving white ringlets that dan- 
gled down toward the vertical ends 
of a brightly patterned scarf. Because 
Kingston’s black clothing merges into 
the backdrop, she looks like a kind of 
eccentric elder as she gazes toward 
the viewer. Similar to Imogen and 
Twinka at Yosemite, though, Dater has 
orchestrated these black-backdropped 
photos, working with her subjects 
to bring out moments that are 
eye-catching and spontaneous. These 
black-and-white images from the past 
20 years, which bookend Dater’s early 
photos in “Only Human,” are difficult 
to perfect because they’re so focused 
and leave so little room for error. 
They’re intensely personal to Dater. 

“When I’m photographing

somebody, I can’t have anyone else 
around,’ says Dater, whose newest 
photo series — of Bay Area people 
with guns — didn’t make it into “Only 
Human.” “I don’t want them to bring 
anybody. And I don’t work with any 
assistants. It’s just this quick rela- 
tionship that I establish with people. 
Because I am who I am — and how | 
talk to them, and what I ask them to 
do, and direct them, and cajole them 
— they’re reflecting something back 
to me that I’m giving to them. They’re 
bouncing off of me and I’m bouncing 
off of them, and then they’re bounc- 
ing off of me. Nobody else could take 
those pictures. It would be a whole 
different dynamic that’s happening. 
I think they’re giving me something 
that they wouldn't give someone else.” 
Dater, who lives in Berkeley, is very 
much in demand as a photographer 
— and as an educator and instructor, 
which puts her in the same kind of 
mentorship position that Cunning- 
ham was to her in the 1960s, when 
Dater was studying photography at 
San Francisco State and Cunningham 
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was an international figure whose 
work was linked to that of Ansel Ad- 
ams, Edward Weston, and the other 
Bay Area photographers who formed 
what they called Group f/64. 

Besides being a mentor, friend, 
and important female role model, 
Cunningham was a key photographic 
subject: With her white hair, bun- 
dled-up clothing, and large Rolleiflex 
camera, Cunningham’s appearance 
in Imogen and Twinka 
at Yosemite gives the 
photo a jarring edge. The 
image is a critique of the 
male gaze, and a play on 
Thomas Hart Benton’s 
1939 painting called 
Persephone, which had an 
elderly male farmer snak- 
ing around a tree to look 
lustily and longingly at 
a young, naked woman. 
Dater tells SF Weekly that 
she worked on a similar 
motif for six years, and 
that Imogen and Twin- 
ka at Yosemite was her

“culmination.” For the image, Dater 
had the model Twinka Thiebaud — a 
daughter of painter Wayne Thiebaud 
— pose nude with Cunningham. Imo- 
gen and Twinka at Yosemite appeared in 
LIFE magazine in 1976, and has since 
reappeared in countless exhibitions 
and publications. 

In an accompanying display of 
items from Dater’s life, the de Young 
features a photo of Dater walking 
down a city street with Cunningham 
and Dater’s then-partner. (French 
photographer Lucien Clergue took the 
photo.) Dater and Cunningham are 
beaming at each other — a moment 
from the early 1970s that’s entirely 
revealing of their bond. Cunningham 
died in 1976 at age 93. 

“She was my hero,” Dater says. “We 
were grooving. What can I say?” 

Dater’s list of honors includes a 
Guggenheim fellowship, grants from 
the National Endowment for the Arts, 
and a Visiting Artist appointment at 
the American Academy in Rome. But 
she endured a period of about 25 years 
when she was getting little attention 
in art circles, she says. The de Young 
retrospective — Dater’s first in two 
decades — has renewed interest in 
her work from curators and fans alike. 
“Almost Human,” Dater says, arrived at 
the right time. 

“The show has been a major valida- 
tion — and it’s gotten people to pay at- 
tention to me and my work again,” says 
Dater, who spoke at the April opening 
on a panel that also featured Twin- 
ka Thiebaud and other models she’s 
worked with. “Art is fashion, in a way. 
People go in and out of fashion, and 
you can’t be hot for 50 years. The thing 
that blew my mind was that — on the 
day of the opening and the talk — so 
many people showed up. They turned 
100 people away. They told me at the 
museum that they'd never filled the 
auditorium before. And I felt, ‘Maybe

they’d been waiting for 20 years, too.’ 
It was wonderful. It’s a game-changer 
to have a show like that.” 


Also in April, the de Young Mu- 
seum announced it had acquired Carrie 
Mae Weems’ 2012 video piece called Lin- 
coln, Lonnie, and Me — A Story in 5 Parts. 
The work — nowin a gallery that’s just a 
short walk from “Only Human” — is an 
18-minute tour de force. Set in a the- 
ater-like gallery, Lincoln, Lonnie, and Me 
is Weems’ unique take on race and segre- 
gation in America, and the long, winding 
road that led to the Civil War (and which 
winds its way through this country’s soul 
still). Using slow-motion video that ap- 
pears, disappears, and then fades back 
into view like dreamy clouds, Weems ad- 
dresses the audience with a voice that is 
resolved and inquisitive. She includes 
other authoritative voices, too — and 
background music and spirituals that 
merge blues, jazz, rock, and gospel. 
Lincoln, Lonnie, and Me is part of 
the museum’s “Specters of Disruption” 
Contemporary galleries presentation, 
and will be up until April 30 next year. 
“T think the root of all my work is 
this idea of embracing,” Weems told 
SF Weekly in 2013. “I’m hoping that 
women, in the fullness of their hu- 
manity, will be embraced. I’m hoping 
that people of color, in the depths of 
their humanity, will be embraced for 
who they are.” Lincoln, Lonnie, and Me 
embraces the question of race and his- 
torical memory, and how it never fades 
away. The installation is an intense and 
edifying experience — and a visual and 
auditory example of why Weems is one 
of America’s most innovative visual 
artists.

The Orlando nightclub massacre 
on June 12, 2016, that killed dozens of 
people — and the bevy of mass shoot- 
ings before and after that day — 
prompted a national debate about the 
availability of weapons, and the rea- 
sons for so many shootings. They also 
prompted San Francisco artist Erin 
Feller to make a mural in Clarion Alley 
that is her take on one part of the prob- 
lem: unhinged men who have guns. 
Women weren't behind the spate 
of 2016 shootings. It was men — in- 
cluding Omar Mateen in Orlando; Ce- 
dric Larry Ford, who murdered three 
people in Kansas; and Arcan Cetin, 
who killed five in Burlington, Wash. 
In fact, men have perpetuated the 
vast majority of the United States’ 
deadliest mass shootings. And the de- 
bate over why was funneled into Clar- 
ion Alley in July 2016, when Feller 
put up her mural and interacted with 
passers-by. Many male pedestrians 
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told Feller exactly what they thought 
of her wording. 

“I was surprised by the amount of 
men who walked by and were almost 
offended by it,” Feller tells SF Weekly. 
“Some would say, ‘Why does it have 
to be just men? Women shoot guns, 
too. Other men would walk by and 
say, Well, I know women who want 
to shoot guns.’ They were defending 
themselves. And arguing. But all 
they have to do is look at the broader 
picture. Of course, there have been 
women in history who’ve used guns 
to kill people. But it’s such a small 
number. And I don’t see this particu- 
lar message [of my mural] out there. 
And I felt like I needed to make it 
specific.” 

Not every man was defensive. 
Some praised Feller’s art. And some 
who questioned Feller could see her 
point after talking to her and consid- 
ering her message. 

“They'd say, ‘Oh, I guess you're 
right, ” Feller says. “And there were a 
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few who said, ‘Right on.’ 

Feller, who says her art “usually 
doesn’t discuss social issues,” knows 
her blunt, typographical mural is not 
a panacea to the debate over gender 
and weapons — and that it reduces 
the debate to a simplistic message. 
But Feller echoes what a lot of aca- 
demics and analysts say when she 
tells SF Weekly that, “There are struc- 
tures and systems and cultural norms 
in place related to gender that have 
embedded psychological and emotional 
effects that men are dealing with. It’s a 
larger question. And that’s what I want- 
ed to say. It’s a plea. It’s an exhausted, 
disgusted, outraged demand. It’s just 
that — to ‘Stop!’ and “Put it down!’ It 
might be a simplified thing. And of 
course it’s more complicated than [gen- 
der]. But it’s a, ‘Please! Just stop!’ And 
it goes across race — and it goes across 
everything. It’s mass shootings in 
schools, and extremists and fundamen- 
talists in the military, and domestic 
things, and street weapons. 
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“And it’s not just the United States,” 
she adds. “It’s the world. It feels like 
this patriarchal umbrella that’s hanging 
over the world, that’s affecting the way 
people act and what they need to do, 
and how they’re treated. Men aren't 
supported. I’m calling attention on how 
to resolve things — and that might be 
a simplified way to say it, too. Nothing 
is simple.” 

Feller, who lives in the Mission, care- 
fully chose her mural’s colors, leading, 
and typography. The red she used for 


“Men! All of You:” is the red of a stop sign. 


The orange has a way of standing out 
from the wall’s blue background. And 
the somewhat oddly shaped lettering 
— where, as one example, the ‘E’ in 
‘Men’ is imperfect — serves to give 
the mural an additional kind of spark. 
The past two years also gave the mural 
an ironically surreal dimension: bullet 
piercings from a violent incident in 
Clarion Alley. 

“It got hit by stray bullets,” says 
Feller of the 2017 incident. “There was

a shooting in the alley, and the mural 
catty-corner to mine had a number 
of gunshots. And, right now, I’m 
painting another mural at the other 
end of the alley. It’s my masterpiece 
mural that I’m spending a lot of time 
on. I’ve been painting for two months. 
About a month ago, I was up on my 
ladder working, and it was a Saturday 
afternoon, and I heard gunshots. And 
I thought, ‘Oh, no. What do you do 
when you hear them? There’s nothing 
you can do. It came from Mission 
Street, down at the end of the alley, 
and I found out later that someone 
had been killed and two people were 
injured. The weapon was a gun. One 
of [the victims] was a guy I'd seen the 
day before. 

“This statement continues to be rel- 
evant,’ she adds. “It’s heartbreaking.”

characters show up, but that’s already more than you 
need to know. The picture is extremely violent and sexual 
and hyper-stylized and determinedly nonsensical, even 
acknowledging that fact by providing timestamps that 
become increasingly irrelevant, eventually rewinding 
themselves before they’re dropped altogether.

Although Daniel Patterson has 
been moving from chef to restaurateur 
this year, that doesn’t mean you won't still 
find him in the kitchen. It just might not 
be his kitchen. Having turned the dor- 
mant Haven space in Oakland into Dyafa 
and the original Alta CA in Mid-Market 
into Kaya, the third of his mid-tier Bay 
Area restaurants — a shorter-lived Alta, 
in Dogpatch’s Minnesota Street Projects 
— has since become Besharam. Taken to- 
gether, the trio (re-)opened in fairly rapid 
succession, part of a larger project to shift 
the ownership stakes within Patterson’s 
Alta Group. Going beyond an inclu- 
sive-tipping policy to mitigate the per- 
sistent disparities between front- and 
back-of-house, Patterson empowers peo- 
ple of color then steps back. On a recent 
Friday night, that meant shuttling food to 
the floor. 

A project of La Cocina alumna Heena 
Patel, Besharam is blends California 
ingredients with the cuisine of Guja- 
rat, the vegetarian-heavy state at the 


western tip of India. From its $59 prix- 
fixe menu to its assertive and unusual 
cocktails, it has different sets of virtues 
for lunch and dinner. Besharam, which 
means “without shame” in Hindi and 
Urdu, isn’t always as provocative as its 
name suggests — and it’s not as aggres- 
sively hip as Valencia Street’s now-shut- 
tered Punjabi restaurant, Babu Ji — al- 
though dishes like the pav bhaji ($14) 
contain more than a trace of humor. But 
in all, I suspect Patel’s method is simple: 
introducing San Francisco to hard-to- 
find regional dishes and California-fy- 
ing them, largely with greens. 

The pav bhaji, a sort of build-your- 
own sloppy joe made from vegetable 
curry and a lightly fried egg on between 
buttered buns, forgoes the raw onions 
that would accompany it from a street 
vendor and swaps in a bit of arugula 
salad. Delicious? Definitely. But shame- 
less? Not hugely. The agreeable hospi- 
tality gets in the way of that — which is 
not a quibble. Patel has called Besharam 
her “Disneyland,” and her jovial hus- 
band works the floor, explaining the 





provenance of this and that. 

A few skippable things hover at the 
periphery. Shakarpara, or sweet biscuits 
($5), looked and tasted like the last 
cookies from an Italian bakery after 
everyone had picked over the box; for 
once, this reviewer can suggest skipping 
carbs. For something salty and incredi- 
bly satisfying, though, a cone of channa, 
or crisp chickpeas, will make you dump 
the crumbs into your palm. Same goes 
for the gotas, or dal fritters. As the 
seasons have shifted, so has the overall 
menu, which has also shed a la carte 
service for one of the better prix-fixe 
deals around. Don’t miss the empana- 
da-like kachori in a thick tomato rasam 
— except in favor of the thoroughly 
compelling makai, a preparation of corn 
with a creamy dill sauce. (Notice how 
summer's two best vegetables showed 
up there?) 

A black cod moilee, or fish curry, 
from the state of Kerala ($19 at lunch) 
was without question the best diurnal 
dish. Since black cod takes beautifully 
to almost whatever it’s marinated with, 
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Pancakes

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the coconut and the dill-heavy rice 
kept things light and simple. Slightly 
squeaky when dressed with a garlicky 
chutney and rolled in flatbread with 
some grilled vegetables, this paneer 
wrap ($15) was probably the least in- 
novative thing on any visit, but it, too, 
succeeded through sheer simplicity. 
Like a carbonated mocktail, a turmeric 
lemonade ($5) might be the only thing 
that can put a thick lassi to shame. 
Alta’s spartan decor gets a boost 
from a comic-book-style mural by Maria 
Qamar of a woman wearing a maang 
tikka that looks a lot like a halved av- 
ocado. Qamar designed some of the 
plates, some of which remonstrate 
diners with “That’s ‘Miss’ Besharam 
to you!” If you like her impish humor, 
check out her Instagram, which has 
tea saucers that say, “Parvati, this chai 
tastes like shit.” Now that is shameless 
— anda total lie.

Momosat Bini's Kitchen

Down Market Street in the 
FiDi there is no shortage of banks, 
high-end retail outlets, and muse- 
ums. It’s a bustling, fast-paced neigh- 
borhood, and the only one in San 
Francisco where you might see some- 
one wearing a suit. It’s also home toa 
tiny Himalayan-Nepalese restaurant 
whose story is just as heart arming as 
the food. Binita Pradhan, originally 
from Kathmandu, Nepal, came to the 
Bay Area in 2013 and immediately re- 
alized that she missed eating and 
cooking food from her home. After 
working her way through La Cocina’s 
incubator kitchen, she eventually de- 
veloped the only Nepalese catering 
service in all of San Francisco. 

Bini’s menu is short, sweet, and 
cheap, the star being her beautiful 
little dumplings. Momos are “hot 
and juicy dumplings served with 
a spicy cilantro sauce.” Similar in 
shape and size to xiaolongbao — or 
Chinese soup dumplings — momos 
are a simple flour dough wrapped 
around meat or vegetables, pinched 
and pleated at the top, and steamed 
to a juicy perfection. In Bini’s 
case, they are prepared with lamb, 
turkey, or vegetables, then topped 
with a ladle of bright, spicy, and 
tangy cilantro sauce. 

The texture and consistency re- 
semble many dumplings from other 
Asian regions and countries, but 
their taste is completely their own. 
Momos have a rustic earthiness 
and powerful sapidity of peppers 
and tomato. The soft wrapper 
feels like homemade pasta and the 
wonderful sauce makes each little 
momo pop. The only downside to 
these little heavenly devils is that 
they can be hard to stop devouring

once you start. 

There are essentially only two 
other items on the menu, the “Ne- 
palito” — a burrito with Nepali 
chicken curry, jeera rice pulao, 
pico de gallo, and homemade spicy 
sauce all wrapped in a wheat tortilla 
— and the Kwati, or Nepali-style 
chili. The Nepalito is one of the 
more underrated burritos in San 
Francisco, and one of those original 
fusion dishes that just makes per- 
fect sense. The South Asian flavors 
of the chicken curry and jeera rice 
pulao work beautifully wrapped in 
a tortilla, and when you live ina 
place with some of the best burritos 
in the country, it’s nice to switch up 
the flavors every once in a while. 

The Kwati is a vegetarian chili 
primarily made of a mixture of 
nine different types of sprouted 
beans, making it vegan, gluten-free, 
and nut-free for all of those with 
dietary restrictions. The chili is 
hearty and spicy with a deep red 
color, and it only costs $6. It’s the 
perfect light lunch on a breezy day 
downtown. 

Bini’s momos and other tradi- 
tional fare can be found all over 
the city, at Off-the-Grid, the Ferry 
Building, or “The Yard,” and even 
in certain Whole Foods around the 
city. (They’re a staple at Outside 
Lands, too.) Not only is Bini’s food 
fantastic, but her story is inspira- 
tional, and it’s tales of success like 
hers that make this city an amazing 
place to live and thrive. We're lucky 
to have her!

Every night 
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Qantas’ Direct 
Flight from SFO 
to Melbourne 
Is Delicious

Over the weekend, Qantas, the 
Australian airline with the kangaroo logo, 
launched a direct flight from San Fran- 
cisco to Melbourne. As of Sept. 1, anyone 
can fly nonstop to the Australian city that 
has all of San Francisco’s favorite things 
to do, but with koalas. 

San Francisco and Melbourne’s mu- 
tual love of good food isn’t lost on the 
airline, which serves gourmet meals to 
passengers who are already more com- 
fortable than usual. (These planes are 
fancy new Boeing 787s, aka Dream- 
liners, which reduce jet lag. They’re 
also equipped with human-sized seats, 
rather than those iron maidens they 
forgot to fill with spikes.) 

Even though I’m a travel writer, I’m 
not the world’s most comfortable flier, 
which is a testament to how much I 
love to travel, and meal quality makes 
a big difference to me. 

Sitting in business class, where the 
best food is served, has an even bigger 
impact on my comfort. Following a de- 
lightful visit to Darwin and the nearby 
national parks in the Northern Ter- 
ritory, I had the opportunity to get a 
sneak-peek of what this new San Fran- 
cisco-Melbourne (and vice versa) route 


would be, with the indulgent bonus of 
a seat in business class. 

First, Qantas’ biz class hands out 
comfy pajamas before the 15-hour 
overnight flight takes off, so you don’t 
have to endure the constricting bra 
you wore for some stupid reason. | 
blame society. Knowing the advanced 
palates of both cities, the food piqued 
my curiosity, and I knew it had to be 
good. Australia is where they invented 
avocado toast, after all. 

The flight attendants in my section 
knew I was reviewing the food and 
drink service, but not that I have to 
be sedated to fly, and were quite in- 
sistent that I sample everything so I 
could provide a thorough review. To no 
one’s surprise, I was not disappointed. 
And to no one’s surprise but my own 
— and with apologies to Qantas — I 
accidentally reviewed the food while 
drunk. Mixing anxiety medication and 
alcohol, even premium wine, amplifies 
the effects of each. And one of the 
effects is amnesia, so it’s a good thing 
I took notes: 


“Staff sommelier trains flight crew. 
Wine program changes quarterly and 
is available to economy passengers for 
free.” I actually thought this was pret- 
ty cool! Wine-knowledgeable flight 
crew that everyone gets to interact 
with? Not bad. 

“Adelaide area is the traditional 
wine region, but Western Australia 
is up-and-coming. I’m drinking a 
Cabernet blend from W. Australia.” A 
much-needed FYI. 

Corn chowder was spectacular, 
especially when dipped with warm 
bread, which absorbed it perfectly. 
Light flavor with a hearty texture and 
hints of basil that added a fresh pop. 

Dessert was a Danish-type thing,

strawberry center with cream on top. 
Flaky, flavorful with the strawberry 
but not overwhelming. The cream 
balanced out the sticky texture. Ad- 
dition of Haagen-Dazs ice cream is a 
crowd-pleaser. 

Salmon entree: crispy, light, fla- 
vors balance well with bean blanket 
thing it’s on. 

Steak sandwich: unreal, the bal- 
samic packs a memorable punch. Wish 
I was hungrier. 

Noodle dish: great and gets you 
stoked on switching hemispheres. 

Chicken thing was my least favor- 
ite because it’s cold, though it’s tech- 
nically a salad. I don’t like salads, so... 

Easy to overdo it for the wine. Yes, 
I asked for a tasting sample, but I also 
took two Klonopin and I'll just say 
I’m having a great flight. The massage 
chair is keeping me centered, and 
while I don’t know what’s going on in 
the new Blade Runner, I enjoy seeing 
Ryan Gosling’s face. 

Later: “I don’t think I can drink all 
this wine. Fortunately Business Class 
seems unperturbed by not finishing 
meals, but I alway figured alcohol was 
the exception. Unless they want me 
going Kristen Wiig in here, I better 
chill out. I could switch seats until 
they catch me. It'd be nice to trade 
spots with a mom who has a baby. 
Doesn't she deserve it more?” 

My sober thoughts are that the 
food was hearty and the wine was deli- 
ciously potent, but most of all it made 
an incredibly long flight genuinely en- 
joyable. With increased travel between 
Melbourne and San Francisco, this is a 
great way to spend the trip. As long as 
you don’t drink too much.

As anyone who’s ever been 
thwarted by its hypnotic blades knows, 
the trickiest part of any mini-golf course 
is the windmill. You stand there, hovered 
over the tee, putter in hand, trying to 
line up your very Circadian rhythm with 
the metronomic quality of the windmill, 
and feeling the rising irritation of the 
group behind you that already finished 
the previous hole. Don’t let anyone get to 
you. Be the ball. 

At Stagecoach Greens, the 18-hole 
putt-putt course now open in Mission 
Bay, there’s not only a windmill but a 
Salesforce Tower-versus-Transamerica 
Pyramid boxing match, a Victorian 
that’s off-kilter as if after a major 
earthquake, and a truly devilish Sutro 
Tower hole where serious trigonom- 
etry skills may be required when 
planning your angle of incidence. (SF 
Weekly may have needed to take more 
than one mulligan on that one.) 


Parklabs’ Old-West-and-New-West- 
themed course, a new addition to the 
neighborhood’s strip of open space 
that’s across Fourth Street from Spark 
Social, will have five food trucks when 
it’s fully up and running. Some, like Al 
Pastor Papi, are already there, although 
Stagecoach’s eventual bar The Watering 
Hole hasn’t quite gotten its liquor li- 
cense sorted out. At present, water and 
iced tea are complimentary, and over- 
all, it’s a diverting afternoon distrac- 
tion from whatever life throws at you. 
Don’t be like the proverbial executive 
who installs a stress-relieving putting 
green in one corner of his office; go out 
and play. Or, if you're teed off, tee off. 

Competitive types might need a 
course correction or two on a windy 
afternoon, but Stagecoach is goofy 
fun, with plenty of opportunities to 
Instagram yourself pulling stupid fac- 
es. Some of the explanatory historical 
panels, clearly intended for children, 
are a little cheesy and the “facts” might 
not always be historically accurate. 
(No, the 1848 Gold Rush wasn’t the 
“largest mass migration in U.S. his- 
tory.) However easy it is to parody 
Old West-y parlance — some of the 
bulletins read like advertising copy for 
Hendrick’s Gin — the art direction 
is better than the dyed-blue water 
hazards of the boardwalk mini-links

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of one’s youth, and unlike Westworld, 
there aren’t any robots to achieve 
self-awareness and murder your entire 
foursome. 

For $16 per adult, you encounter 
holes of varying levels of difficulty. 
Some have tempting tubes and chan- 
nels that look like the fast track to an 
easy hole-in-one, but you might be 
better off just playing things straight. 
Definitely don’t get your ball stuck be- 
hind the tombstone for Emperor Nor- 
ton, though. That was a hard shot. 

Easily the most inventive hole is the 
16th. The blueprint-clad “Spirit of In- 
vention” is a two-parter that involves 
putting down the putter and picking 
up a billiard cue; if you bypass that by 
sinking the ball in one stroke, you'll 
feel like you missed out. The penulti- 
mate hole pays homage to the enor- 
mous dragon in the Chinese New Year 
parade, while the 18th and final hole 
is a fortune teller who promises you a 
free game if you can land the ball just 
so. St. Andrews this isn’t, but it sure 
is more casual than Augusta National, 
so hidebound that they still make the 
caddies wear white jumpsuits.

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Angel Olsen: Halt-Artist, Halt-Advocate 





The singer-songwriter's latest jaunts will be held in small, intimate settings that recall her earlier shows.

Angel Olsen’s career has been a 
case study in steady and rewarding up- 
ward advancement. 

She started as backup singer for 
freak-folk icon Bonnie Prince Billy 
before shifting into a career as a solo 
performer, focusing on sparse, delicate 
acoustic offerings. She gained wide- 
spread acclaim for her 2014 album, 
Burn Your Fire for No Witness, a har- 
rowing, inky record of self-reflection. 
Two years later, she drew even greater 
applause for MY WOMAN, a bold and 
empowering album that represented 
an ideological and sonic U-turn from 
her prior releases. 

Along the way, the folk troubadour 
picked up more fans, gained fame and 
recognition, expanded the size of her 
band and sound, and moved on to big- 
ger live venues. While the support and 
praise was nice, Olsen concedes that 
something tugged at her — a nostalgic 
itch that had her thinking wistfully of 
her younger, halcyon days. 

“I began to really miss the quiet 
times when I used to hang out in my 
apartment and write songs by myself 
and I would just go and play them at a 
coffee shop that my friends ran,” says 
Olsen, who lives and works in Ashe- 
ville, N.C. “That’s something that I’ve 
missed, as my band and my name kind 
of got bigger, I’ve kind of lost that in- 
timate setting. I love having the band 
with me, but I don’t get to see people 
as much, I don’t get to say hi at the 
merch table or anything. I really want 
to be more interactive now.” 

That desire to reconnect with her 
past acted as the impetus for Olsen’s 
latest tour, a collection of solo perfor- 
mances in atypically intimate venues. 
She kicks off the jaunt in Northern 
California, starting with a performance 
at the Henry Miller Memorial Library 
in Big Sur on Sept. 7. After a gig at the 
Old Redwood Barn at the Gundlach 
Bundschu Winery in Sonoma on Sept. 
8, Olsen stops in San Francisco for a 
Sept. 10 show at the Nourse Theater, a 
venue that usually hosts lectures and 
classical-music concerts. 

Olsen says the tour will be an op- 
portunity to play her older material, 
namely from her 2010 EP, Strange 
Cacti, and her 2012 full-length debut, 
Half Way Home. She will also play some 
cover songs, unreleased material from 
her next album and reimagined ver- 
sions of tracks from Burn Your Fire and 
MY WOMAN. 

In addition to creating a communal 
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atmosphere at her shows, Olsen’s tour 
acts as a staging ground for her advo- 
cacy and humanitarian efforts. One 
dollar from each ticket goes to Direct 
Relief, a global antipoverty organiza- 
tion, and each stop on the tour will 
include representatives from NextGen 
America, a nonprofit that helps register 
young voters. 

“This is my way of not only contrib- 
uting to something I care about, but 
also by doing this, I can show other art- 
ists in my position that this is so easy 
to do,” says Olsen. “Saying you know 
about something and you hate it is not 
enough. We have to do something about 
it — to act. I have this platform and | 
feel like I have to do something with it. 
I can’t just take videos of my cat. Well, 

I will still do that — I'll just encourage 
people to vote at the same time.” 

Olsen has never been an overtly 
political artist, preferring to detail the 
raging turmoil inside her head instead 
of the drama being played out on the 


streets. Her new material will continue 
in that vein, plumbing the depths of her 
psyche as she grapples with the various 
conflicts in her life. While recent events 
may be creating anxiety and unease 

for creative people across the nation, 
Olsen’s always had to live with personal 
discomforts — levels of pain that she 
translates so evocatively in her emotive, 
candid musical offerings. 

“In my world — the one that I exist 
in, my little bubble — there has always 
been something not good happening,” 
says Olsen. “But that’s what drives me. 

I can’t only focus on that and feel ex- 
hausted and allow myself to be ruled by 
it. [ll never get anything done — and 
that’s just fucking lazy.” 

How that personal discord translates 
into the new material is still being decid- 
ed. Olsen says she is torn between pur- 
suing the more full-throated approach 
of MY WOMAN — an album that fea- 
tured a full band and blown-out arrange- 
ments — or the sparser, delicate stylings 
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that marked her earlier work. She’s also 
undecided on when she'll get into the 
studio to begin recording the work. 
Either way, the music will certainly 
be honest, sincere, and searching — 
hallmarks of Olsen’s probing discogra- 
phy. And that is truly the experience 
of listening to her material. She may 
bemoan the lack of personal touch that 
signified her recent live experiences, 
but true fans appreciated her regard- 
less. While it may be nice to shoot the 
breeze with her at the merch table, 
you don’t need to chat with Angel 
Olsen to feel a special connection to 
her music.

A craftsmen in nearly every aspect of his music, Jan 
Blomqvist’s melancholic brand of pop-infused tech-house 
has a personal touch, thanks to his musical ability and ex- 
quisite attention to detail. The Berlin producer and 
multi-instrumentalist spent his youth playing in punk 
bands around Germany, and discovered techno at age 21, 
quickly finding himself enamored with dance music. Since 
that personal revelation, Blomqvist would spend the next 
chapter of his life restlessly fine-tuning his sound, working, 


in his own words, “to shatter the boredom in the clubs, to 
bring a concert feel to their dance floors, with simple vocals 
and minimal beats. Rock’n’ roll in the club.” Blomqvist has 
certainly kept his word regarding his mission to shatter the 
boredom, as his live shows seamlessly blend elements of 
electronic music with organic instrumentation and vocals, 
providing a dynamic and propulsive show in the process.

Serving as the archetype for post-EDM producers 
who shy from the public eye, Zhu holds an aura of 
mystery that’s still potent even four years after the 
enigmatic producer took over the dance world with 
his slick and catchy deep house banger “Faded.” 
Once a solitary producer who elected to spend his 
time at the University of Southern California work- 
ing on dance music that his fraternity brothers 
weren't ready for, Steven Zhu has always operated 


on his own wavelength, never the one to conform to 
expectations. Now a college graduate, Zhu began re- 
leasing music on Soundcloud in early 2014. “Faded” 
topped the global charts that summer, earning Zhu 
a Grammy nomination in the process. With no in- 
tent on slowing down, Zhu spent the next two years 
touring and recording, and released his debut album 
Generationwhy in July 2016. A collection of subdued 
electronic pop with elements of sultry R&B and 





deep house, it showcased Zhu’s production chops. 
Despite the astronomical success, the producer re- 
mains just as perplexing as before with respect to 
his identity and personal life. However, Zhu’s suc- 
cess is not because of the allure of a mysterious pro- 
ducer, rather it is a testament to the quality of his 
output.

I'ma cis woman in my mid-40s, and my significant 
other has a cuckolding fetish. My first response was 
“OA, hell no!” But if I’m willing to have a threesome, 
how much further of a stretch is it, really? He does 
have some experience with this varsity-level kink, so 
he knows what to expect. I’ve asked him some ques- 
tions, but some things I prefer to research on my own. 
My questions for you: (1) I don’t get cuckolding. I’ve 
read all about it, but nothing about it resonates with 
me. My SO really wants me to be into his fetish if I 
am going to act on it, but what if I'm just into being 
GGG? Can't that be enough? (2) How should I go 
about finding appropriate candidates who would be 
into sharing this experience with us? I’m not really 
sure that Id want someone with experience as a bull, 
because I don't feel good about this playing out the 
way I've seen it in porn. (3) We enjoy cross-dressing 
and chastity play. How do I find someone who will be 
cool about my SO sitting in the room in a cock lock and 
lingerie? (4) I kind of have a “type” (don’t we all), and 
I’m not certain my type plays into this kink. I prefer 
someone who is very dominant in public but submis- 
sive to me in the bedroom. This doesn't seem to align 
with your typical bull behavior. However, I do not en- 
joy being dominated. Do you think this matters? 

Can’t Understand Cuckold Kink 


1. Cuckolding isn’t that hard to understand: A 
cuckold gets off on their partner fucking other 
people and being humiliated or degraded by their 
partner and/or their partner’s playmates. Seeing 
as you already enjoy dominating guys and three- 
somes, CUCK, what’s not to enjoy about a cuck- 
olding scenario? 


2. Vanilla PIV intercourse rarely plays out in real 
life the way it does in porn. So whether you go 
with an experienced bull or find someone who’s 
unfamiliar with cuckold play but game, you don’t 
have to reenact whatever cuckold porn you've 
watched or read. Write your own script! 


3. By using your words, CUCK. Tell any guy who’s 
interested in being your very special guest star 
(VSGS) that your SO is a cuckold and he'll be there 
in lingerie with his cock locked up. If that turns a 
VSGS candidate off, then he’s not the right VSGS 
for you. 


4. In most cuckold porn, the bull—the man who 
fucks the cuck’s wife or girlfriend (or boyfriend or 
husband) in front of him—is the dominant part- 
ner. But, again, you get to write your own script, 
and if you want your bull to be submissive, make 
that clear to your potential bulls. 


I'm a 54-year-old gay guy living in New York 
City. I'm into bondage, and I have a profile on Recon 
with plenty of pictures showing what I’m into. A guy 
visiting from San Francisco cruised me. He asked 
me to send a face pic, and I did. He invited me to his 
hotel. He didn’t have any gear with him, so I stopped 
at a hardware store and picked up $40 worth of rope 
and duct tape on my way to meet him. But after 30 
seconds of small talk, he said he just wasn't feeling it. 
I said OK, that happens, and I left. I’m totally con- 
fused. I’m a decent-looking guy, and the photo I sent 
is recent. I was freshly showered, so no hygiene or BO 
issues. Obviously, you can't force yourself to be into 
someone, but could he have handled it better? Should 
he have followed up with a message apologizing? 
Should I reach out and ask him what happened, or is 
that just pathetic? 

Bondage Offer Not Delivered After Get- 
ting Evicted 


Typically when this happens—photos ex- 
changed, hookup arranged, mind changed—it’s 


because the photos were out of date or were not 
representative. Since we aren't always the best 
judge of our own photos, BONDAGE, you should 
ask a friend who won't bullshit you to look at your 
photos and give it to you straight. 

If your no-bullshit friend clears your photos, 
then reach out to Mr. San Francisco. He had to 
make a snap decision when you arrived with that 
bag of rope and duct tape: Did he feel comfortable 
letting this stranger render him helpless? In a va- 
nilla hookup, he could give it a little time and back 
out after some foreplay—it’s a lot harder to back 
out when the foreplay involves rope and duct tape. 
So send him a message via Recon. Open by tell- 
ing him you aren't buttsore or angry, and he had 
every right to change his mind, even at the last 
minute—which means he has nothing to apolo- 
gize for, so you aren't owed an apology and you 
shouldn't message him if you're seeking one. 

Then ask if you said or did something that 
made him feel unsafe. If you did, BONDAGE, 
accept his feedback graciously—don't argue with 
him or attempt to litigate what went down. Just 
listen. It may not have been your intention to 
freak him out by making, say, a few serial-killer 
jokes, but his impression is what matters, not 
your intention. And who knows? A sincere effort 
to get a little constructive feedback may leave him 
feeling better about you and up for playing the 
next time he’s in town. 


My wife has a fantasy where she’s blindfolded and 
restrained on our bed. She hears the front door open, 
followed by footsteps coming up the stairs, and then 
she’s ravished by... who? She won't know, presumably, 
until it’s over. My question: In fulfilling this fantasy 
for her, where anonymity and surprise are part of the 
appeal, what do I tell her in advance? Do I discuss the 
entire scenario with her, so she knows exactly what's 
going to happen, minus the identity of the very special 
guest star (who would be a semi-regular we ve played 
with before, but she wouldn't necessarily know that at 
first)? That seems to eliminate the surprise element of 
the fantasy. Is it enough to tell her, without mention- 
ing the specific scenario, that Id like to make one of 
her fantasies come true, and ask her to trust me? 

Ethical Thinking In Quite Unusual, Elabo- 
rate Tied Tight Enactment 


Presumably? There’s no room for “presum- 
ablies” when you're arranging to fulfill a varsi- 
ty-level fantasy. I’m guessing she’d rather not 
know who’s ravishing her before or during the 
big event, ETIQUETTE, and she may not want 
to know after. But you need to ask her what she 
wants—no presumptions—before you start mak- 
ing arrangements. 

She might want to know everything in ad- 
vance—including the identity of that stranger— 
or she might want you to decide everything. But 
you need to check in with her first: “Honey, I want 
to help you realize that fantasy—you’re tied to 
the bed, a stranger arrives, you're ravished by said 
stranger—but I need to know how involved you 
want to be in the planning. Clear everything with 
you—where, when, who, how—or just make it 
happen?” 

You may find that she wants to be surprised by 
who but not by when, ETIQUETTE, or by when 
but not by who—or by who but not by when, how, 
or where. Or she may want the whole thing to bea 
surprise. But you have to find out exactly what she 
wants before you make any plans. 

And here’s a bonus pro tip for you: Don’t reveal 
the identity of your VSGS immediately afterward. 
Because if it goes well, and your wife wants a 
repeat, you may be able to get a few more encoun- 
ters out of your first VSGS.
